OF HEALTH FOR 1970 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
I have the honour to present the Annual Report for 1970. 


The provision of mains drainage continues slowly but many areas are 
still awaiting this amenity. In a year when pollution was a matter of 
increasing concern one wonders to what degree the village streams were 
contaminated with crude sewage from time to time. 


Pollution of the environment comes from many sources. Man appears 
to need to travel further and faster each year so we have the increased 
noise of the evergrowing number of motor cars and of the bigger and higher 
powered aeroplanes. Our beaches are threatened by oil, industrial waste 
fouls some of our rivers. Hence local authorities and government depart— 
ments need to be ever on the alert to protect man from the products of his 
inventiveness. The year saw the withdrawal of certain sweetening agents 
from the market, the restirction on the use of possible injurious chemicals 
and pesticides and the investigation of the use of antibiotics in animal 
feeding compounds. 


Despite the continued endeavours to provide a safe environment man 
is becoming more and more dependent on artificial aids to relaxation - 
alcohol, tobacco, tranquilisers, sedatives. The pressures of moder 
living have induced so much tension that man poisons himself in order to 
enjoy his new found freedom!

Of the total births (222) twenty were illegitimate - 9% of the total live births. 
The infant deaths (3) all occurred within the first week of life, giving an infant, 
neonatal and early neonatal mortality rate of 14 per 1,000. This figure illustrates 
the fallacy of small figures. 


The birth rate is approximately the same as in 1969 but below the national rate.

There were 277 deaths from all causes. 81.23% of these were over the age 
of 65 years. Between the ages of one year and forty-five there were 9 deaths. 
Ischaemic Heart Disease). 


Coronary Heart Disease 


There were 59 deaths from this disease (21.75% of all deaths). These 
deaths occurred mainly in the over 75 years age group 


Malignant Disease. 


There were 52 deaths from cancer, that is 16.35% of all deaths. Of these 9 
were due to lung cancer (19.05% of cancer deaths). This figure is 3% of all deaths - 
a low figure compared with many areas.

‘lhe: Introduction 


During the year the staff of the Public Health Department was as 
follows:— 


Mr. G. Millward - Additional Public Health Inspector (to 28th 
June, 1970) 

Mrs. M. J. Fisher - Shorthand/Typist (to 1st May, 1970) 

Miss A. Mortimer ~ Shorthand/Typist (from 1st June, 1970). 


The decision of the Council, when Mr. Millward left, not to advertise 
for a replacement Inspector for a period of six months was both disappoint— 
ing and frustrating, Although prompted by the lack of suitable applicants 
the decision meant that the vital routine work of regular inspections of 
food shops, restaurants, cafes, canteens, stores and preparation places as 
well as factories, offices and houses, plus all the other classes of premises 
over which a health authority has some responsibility came, to all intents and 
purposes, to a full stop. 


Even the day to day work of investigating complaints, interviewing, 
correspondence and the running of the refuse collection and disposal 
services suffered at times and what I would like to think as the previously 
reasonably high level of service to the public undoubtedly suffered. 


With the growing public awareness of the deteriorating quality of our 
environment the number of individual members who are now complaining about 
conditions created by undue noise, smell, overcrowding, poor housing condi- 
tions and inferior services - just to mention a few aspects of environmental 
health work - are increasing all the time. Whilst this interest is welcomed 
it produces a demand for action and attention that can only be met by the 
provision of the necessary qualified staff. Government legislation and 
exhortations have little meaning if authorities responsible for implementing 
the law are physically incapable of meeting the demands made on them, 


are Refuse Collection and Disposal 


The Bonus Incentive Scheme continued to work well, although the 
increasing number of properties and growing volume of refuse posed 
problems in some parts of the District. 


It is an odd fact that whereas something in the region of one 
hundred and seventy new properties are being erected in the Rural 
District every year the population increase is minimal = about ten 
persons per year. The ever increasing volume of refuse is resulting 
in the average number of journeys per property througiout the District 

, increasing by about five per cent. 
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Refuse Collection and Disposal (Contd). 


The Council now operate two "Shark" refuse collection vehicles 
and present trends indicate that more expensive replacements to the 
other vehicles will have to be made if we are to keep pace with the 
demands made on the service. 


Great difficulty in keeping the service running is experienced 
at times of staff sickness and vehicle breakdowns —- the natural out- 
come of reducing the number of men and vehicles to the absolute mini- 
mum compatible with efficiency. 


With the central tip at Gresham nearing the end of it's life 
investigations were made to try and find an alternative site. Fort- 
unately an area of land was found and, with Planning Permission being 
obtained, future disposal problems should be eased for a few years. 


The central tip is used considerably by ratepayers of both the 
Rural District and Sheringham Urban District for the dumping of all 
manner of non—household refuse. A charge of 15p per load is made, 
irrespective of size, and this surely represents good value for the 
disposal of say, a car body or unwanted furniture. 


The free collection service of bulky refuse continued with 
another winter programme of collections in the parishes being arran- 
ged. 


With this service and a weekly collection to every property in 
the District it is hard to believe that anyone should need to dump 
refuse elsewhere than in the bin or by the gate for collection. Yet 
we regularly receive complaints of all manner of refuse being dumped 
on our heaths, lay-bys and beaches. One likes to think this stuff is 
thrown down by holidaymakers and visitors from nearby towns. It really, 
however, is an indictment of our carelessness and thoughtlessness both 
to others and our environment. Compared with some other countries we 
just have no civic pride. Legislation will never cure this problem. 
Education might. 


. The net cost of refuse collection and disposal for the year ending 
31st March, 1971, was £27,279 or approximately 3p per week per head of 
population. 


The income from the trade refuse for the same period was £434. 
Other incomes raised total receipts to £1,253. 


A total of 432 visits were made during the year in connection with 
refuse collection and disposal services. 


36 Meat Inspection 

During the year 189 cattle, 311 pigs and 310 sheep were inspected 
at the two private slaughterhouses within the Rural District. A total 
of 4ewt. 43lbs. of meat was rejected as being unfit for human consumption. 
The latter figure reflects the high quality of meat purchased. The figure 
of 24.87 per centage disease rate for cattle, as shown in the appendix, 
refers principally to rejected whole and part livers. 


Regular inspections were carried out of the slaughtering establish- 
ments and advice given on meeting the requirements of new Legislations. 
A total of 129 visits were made during the year. 


As in previous years it was not possible to carry out regular 
inspection visits to the known poultry processing establishments in 
the Rural District. They were, however, visited periodically under 
the provisions of the Food Hygiene Legislation. 
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4e Rodent. Cont rol 


The work of rodent control in the District is undertaken by the 
Council's part-time Rodent Operator who also acts as relief driver 
loader/operator on the refuse collection and disposal vehicles. 


Because of these other duties it is only possible to deal with 
complaints and carry out periodic treatments of the refuse tips and 
sewage disposal works. No routine visits are made. 


During the year a total of 836 inspections of all kinds were 
made with 817 properties being treated. Of these 807 were domestic 
and business properties and 10 agricultural units. 


De Caravans and Camping 


The 3,000 plus caravans along the coastal strip continued to 
attract their yearly devotees. The Council is fortunate in that the 
sites, generally, are well run and supervised. The increased pop— 
ulations, however, with their inherent individual idiosyncracies, 
produce complaints both from the visiting holidaymakers and generate 
others from local residents. Site standards were usually found to be 
satisfactory, although in one case a prosecution was taken for fragrant 
violations of the Site Licence Conditions. A total of 34 summonses were 
issued, the two défendants being found guilty of 30 of them, (one with- 
drawn and three dismissed). Each of the defendants was fined a total of 
£180 plus £150 costs. 


A total of 46 visits were made to caravan and camping sites in 
the District. 


66 Food Inspection 


Nineteen visits were made specifically to inspect unsound food 
and a total of 8cwt. 69lbs of food was rejected as being unfit for 
human consumption. 


1 _Food Inspection and Food Hygiene 


It is sadly true that it is a rare occasion that an inspection 
is made of a food premises without comment having to be made on some 
aspect of food preparation, handling, storage or service. In most 
cases it is either sheer carelessness or ignorance of basic food — 
principles that is responsible. 


Many of the catering premises in the Rural District employ temp— 
orary staff during the summer season. Much of this labour has little, or 
no, knowledge of basic hygiene principles and it is only too true that a 
business's reputation is literally in the hands of it's employees. 


There is a real need for food hygiene to be taught as a basic 
subject in all school curriculums. Certainly everyone involved in 
handling food should receive some education in the subject. In the 
present situation is it too much to expect that at least a proportion 
of workers in every establishment receive some elementary training in 
food hygiene? And for this valuable knowledge to be recognized in 
their pay packet? 


We can only deal with contraventions on the shop side of the 
counter. There is generally a need to educate many <.»_pers as to 
what they should, and should not, do. The customer who insists on 
picking up, prodding or squeezing food before purchase, only to dis- 
card it for something else. Those who lean over the provision 
counter or over confectionery with a cigarette in their mouths. 
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Te Food Inspection and Food Hygiene 


Or those ladies, and gentlemen, who carry their minature poodles or 
escort their larger canine relations round food shops allowing them 
to sniff, lick and cough over other people's food. 


Unfortunately there is no Legislation to ban dogs from food 
shops. Many traders are reluctant to antagonise their customers 
by asking them to be left outside the food shop especially when a 
competitor is not so particular. Ought we not to consider it an 
unsocial act to take dogs into food shops? We can supply notices 
requesting customers to keep their animals outside the food shop, 
(to any trader who cares to ask). 


8. _ Complaints 


During the year complaints were received alleging nuisance 
from smell being caused by the dumping of certain chemical waste 
in a private tip. As with so many complaints of this nature many 
visits were made to the site before the conditions complained of 
were experienced. It is not always appreciated by the complain-— 
ants that an Officer of a Local Authority, if he is to ask his 
Council to take action, must be able to give direct evidence on 
the matter subject to complaint. He is the one who will have to 
give evidence in Court, if necessary, and it is not acceptable 
merely to say "I have been told" or “I understand that ......." 


In this case several meetings were held with all the 
interested parties —- producer, contractor, land owner, Water 
Undertaking and River Authority ~ and co-operation was forth— 
coming at all levels. Complaints, however, continued to be made 
and it became clear that the dumping could not continue without 
a nuisance being caused. It is poaching a little on next year's 
Report but, just to complete the story, Abatement Notices under 
the Public Health Act, 1936 were eventually served and dumping of 
the particular chemicals stopped. 


The whole incident. however, illustrates a great gap in our 
existing legislation governing the disposal of industrial waste. 
Any tip that has Planning Permission can be used for dumping any 
kind of waste - however toxic — and unless there is a public health 
nuisance a Local Authority is virtually powerless to do anything 
about it. With the growing sophistication of chemical products and 
toxicity of trade effluents and solid waste there is an urgent need 
to introduce legislation to control their disposal. 


Planning Permission should specify the types of waste to be 
dumped at any tip and those with existing user right should be 
brought within new legislation. The producing company, the 
contractors, and the tip itself should all be subject to licensing 
and penalties for illegal dumping should be made so punitive that 
no individial or company would dare take the risk. 


Of the 76 complaints received during the year 39 were con- 
sidered to have been justified and the necessary action was taken 
to try and secure an abatement of the unsatisfactory conditions 
found. 


A total of 163 visits were made in connection with complaints.
